U. S. FILES SUIT FOR $500,000 
OVER SINKING OF LIGHTSHIP 


Wants Liner Which Hit Craft to Be 
Sold by Court to Pay

NEW YORK, June 5.—The Unit- 
ed States today filed a libel, claim- 
ing $500,000 damages, against the 
White Star liner Olympic because 
of the loss of Nantucket Shoals 
lightship, rammed and sunk by the 


The action charged that the col- 
lision: was “due solely to the fault 
and negligence of the steamship 
Olympic and those in charge of 
her.” ~ i 

Demand is made that the Olym- 
pic he “condemned and sold to pay” 
the damages sought. 

Seven lives were lost in the sink- 
ing of the lightship. 

The suit listed 11 counts, includ- 
ing the following: “She (the liner) 
was proceeding at a high, excessive 
and dangerous rate of speed in a 
fog; she failed to take any or prop- 
er bearings to ascertain her posi- 
tion; she was being navigated on a 
course to pass too close to the light- 
ship; she failed to stop or slow her 
engines when the signals of the 
lightship were heard.” 


$1500 SOUGHT FROM TEXANS 
TO RETURN SUSPECT TO U. S. 


Appeal to Citizens Says Ship’s Stew- 
ard Held for Murder May 
Be Freed Otherwise.

EL PASO, Tex., June 5.—Resi- 
dents of El Paso were asked by 
District Attorney Roy D. Jackson 
last night to raise $1500 with which 
to bring Arthur C. Wilson, alias 
Robert Jones, from Port of Spain, 
Trinidad, to Texas, for trial in the 
murder of Mrs. Irene Debolt, Cleve- 
land widow, last November. 

“We are positive we have the 
right man,” Jackson said, “but he 
will go free unless we receive 
enough money to return him.

Sheriff Albert Anderson of Culber- 
son County has raised $200; We

WASHINGTON, June 5.—Evi- 
dence that Dr. Hans Luther, Ger- 
man Ambassador, was the financial 
backer of a German propaganda 
pamphlet was given today to the 
special Hofise committee investi- 
gating propaganda in the United 
States. j 

At the committee’s first open 


hearing, the Rev. Francis Gross, re- 
tired Hungarian Catholic Minister 
of Perth Amboy, N. J., was sum- 
moned to discuss a pamphlet he 
had written entitled “Justice to 
Hungary, Germany, Austria.” 
The priest identified a letter he 
had written to the man who printed 
the pamphlet referring to “corre- 
spondence in «my possession by 
which the proof is established that 
in publishing my books, Ambassa- 
dor Dr. Luther was the sponsor, 
financial backer and promoter.” 
The letter added: “Permit me to 
state if these documents would be 
used in further discussion, reper- 


cussions and sensati the Amer-}. 
ican and world pf ight even 
cause the recall of Dr. Luther and 


the friendly relationship between 
our country and Germany might 
become clouded for a long while.” 
Before the pamphlet was pub- 
lished, the priest testified, he visit- 
ed the German Consulate in New 
York and left the manuscript with 
Dr. Otto Kiep, Consul-General. He 
said he went back to the Consulate 
about a week later and Dr. Kiep 
said the German Government did 
not finance propaganda, but that a 
“friend” might supply the cash. 
That same afternoon, Gross con- 
tinued, he returned to the Consul- 
ate and’Dr. Kiep — him six $50 
bills. 
“Did you ever tind out who that 
friend was?” asked Representative 
‘Taylor (Rep.), Tennessee. “No,” the 
Rev. Mr. Gross answered. “I wish 
I had.” The witness said his print- 
ing bill still was unpaid. 
After the pamphlets were pub- 
lished, the witness said, he wrote to 
the German Embassy in Washing- 
ton, asking if officials wished to 
purchase the pamphlets at $1 each. 
The embassy replied, he said, that 
lower prices should be made for 
quantity purchases, and that he 
agreed to sell 100 copies at 70 cents 
each. 
The 100 copies were mailed to the 
embassy and a private $70 check 
received in payment, the witness re- 
lated, adding he did not remember 
the name of the signer. 


SHAMANIST ABBOT REPORTED 
BURIED ALIVE AT OWN REQUEST 


Aged Religious Leader in India Be- 
lieved His Life’s Work Was 
Over.

SIMLA, India, June 5.—Religious 
pilgrims reported today that the 
aged Shamanist Abbot of a temple 
near Bareilly has been buried oe 
at his own request. 

The Abbot, who said he wae 157 
years old, believed his life’s work 
was over, and that to live on would 
be an affront to the dieties. Pil- 
grims reported he lay down in a 
grave and that faithful followers, 
after performing ancient ceremo- 
nies, covered him with.earth. 

In deciding to destroy himself, 
the Abbot followed an ancient prac- 
tice of his religion, which teaches 
— life is futile after usefulness 
has ceased. He had been in the 
temple more than 50 years.

“Conditions, as they existed at 
that time, have not changed, and 
for the first time in the history of 
the city we are confronted with a 
deficit of $2,452,907 in the sinking 
fund to take care of our existing 
debt obligations. 
“The ordinance before the Board 
of Estimate contains certain pro- 
visions that I must certify to when 
the bonds are sold. My vote, if 
honestly cast for the ordinance, 
certainly would mean that those 
provisions could be certified to 
when the sale is made. The finan- 
cial condition of the city is such, 
however, that I know it will be im- 
possible for some time for the city 
to market additional bonds without 
violating the provisions of the ordi- 
nance.and the solemn contract that 
the city must enter into with the 
purchasers of our bonds.” 
Tax Provision Not Complied With. 
The Comptroller called attention 
to a clause of the proposed ordi- 
nance providing that the general 
tax rate shall be levied large’ 
enough to meet principal and inter- 
est of the new bonds, with “full 
faith and credit” of the city pledged 
inviolability to each holder of the 
bonds for punctual payment. He 
continued: 
“This provision has not beén com- 
plied with to take care of the exist- 
ing indebtedness for the fiscal year 
just ended, and the new ‘tax bill 
just’ passed carries the old rate of 
39 cents per $100 valuation to take 
care of existing debt; the Board of 
Aldermen is now confronted with 
the problem of passing a number 
of special revenue measures to pro- 
vide for the deficit in the sinking 
fund mentioned above.

MEN WOULD RETURN 
PENDING PARLEYS 


Under Proposal, Negotia- 
tions Would Be Directed 
by Head of Petroleum 
Labor Policy Board. 


The Bargaining Committee rep- 
resenting nine major oil companies 
met at Hotel Coronado this morn- 
ing to discuss @ proposed settle- 
ment of the strike of filling station 
attendants and warehouse employes, | 
who walked out last Saturday in a 
dispute over increased wages and 
paid vacations. 

The proposal was made to H. T. 
Ashton, chairman of the comniit- 
tee, by M. L. Lewis, special repre- 
sentative of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor, who flew to St. Louis 
yesterday from Washington in an 
effort to effect an early settlement 
of the dispute. 

Lewis’ plan calls for an immedi- 
ate termination. of the strike and 
a resumption of negotiations on the 
controversial points at meetings to 
be presided over by Dr. W. M. Lei- 
serson, chairman of the Petroleum 
Labor Policy Board. 

Formal Answer Today. 

Ashton explained that the plan 
for settlement was embodied in the 
three-month agreement between 
the companies and the union, but 
that the men had not taken advan- 
tage of it. It will be discussed in 
detail at today’s meeting, and a for- 
mal answer given Lewis later in 
the day, Ashton said. 

Lewis said he was confident he 
could have obtained the approval 
of his plan at a meeting of the 
strikers last night. More than 600 
men crowded Electrical Workers’ 
Hall, Boyle and Gibson avenues, to 
hear the American Federation of 
Labor representative speak. The 
strikers voted confidence in their 
leaders and were unanimous in a) 
decision to continue the strike. 

Mayor Dickmann yesterday of- 
fered his services as mediator of’ 
the dispute. The offer was accept- 
ed by the union. Ashton, speaking 
for the companies, stated that, while 
the Mayor's interest was appreci- 
ated, the Bargaining Committee an- 
ticipated an early settlement and, 
therefore, reserved acceptance. 

ent by Companies. 

A further explanation of the 
companies’ position was set forth 
in a statement from the Bargain- 
ing Committee at noon today. It 
reads: 

“The situation is somewhat com- 
plicated, owing to the fact that the 
union men broke a written agree- 
ment to submit controversies to 
conciliation rather than to strike. 
The pertinent sentence in their 
signed agreement of last February 
is as follows: 

“ Tf a controversy arises, which 
cannot be amicably settled first be- 
tween the employer and representa- 
tives of the employes, it shall be 
submitted for conciliation to the 
Petroleum Labor Policy Board.’ 

“In striking, in violation of this 
plain agreement and in defiance of 
advice from the chairman of the 
Petroleum Labor Policy Board, the 
union men have caused the com- 
panies to doubt whether there is 
any use negotiating some new 
agreement, which. will be only a 
scrap of paper. The situation has 
been complicated by the fact that 
the strikers have resorted to some 
destruction of property and ‘to in- 
timidation of workers, who chose 
to remain on the job, Such develop- 
ments have raised questions not in- 
volved in last week’s negotiations.

The present agreement, the note 
says, imposes “a burden which is 
both: unreasonable and inequitable 
in relation to other countries.” 

Great Britain, figures show, bor-

The Daily Express said “the de- 
cision not to pay the instalment 
June 15 is the boldest yet made by 
any British Cabinet since Baldwin 
made the debt agreement in 1923.” 
The City of London considers 
that publication of the note cleared 
the air of uncertainty which had 
long existed and should have a 
stimulating effect on industrial 
shares and some securities in which 
both Great Britain and the United 
States are interested. Opinion of 
business leaders here had been 
against token payments or any fur- 
ther payment until the whole ques- 
tion of debts had been put on a per- 
manent basis.

“WAR DEBTS DEAD,” 
SAY PARIS PAPERS 


Possibility That France Will 
Offer to Settle for +0 Cents 
on Dollar. 


By the Associated Press. 

PARIS, June 5.—Newspapers here 
accepted Great Britain’s decision to 
suspend war debt payments to the 
United States as proof that France| 
was right in defaulting and that 
henceforth a united Europe would 
oppose America on the question. 

“France Was Right; War Debts 
Are Dead,” said headlines. 

France, now that she has Great 
Britain for a companion as a debt 
defaulter, is expected to make ef- 
forts to liquidate her debt to the 
United States. Ten cents on the 
dollar appeared today to be a likely 


proposal for settlement of the $3,- 
960,772,238 France owes America. 

“Any likelihood the French would 
pay something on the $59,000,000 due 
June 15 appeared remote. It was 
believed likely that the Government 
would send a message to Washing- 
ton similar to the British one. 

Before adopting a definite policy, 
France waited for London to act. 
Britain’s stand will make it impossi- 
ble, French officials said, to propose 
a token payment because of politi- 
cal reasons. Even if a payment 
were made, spokesmen pointed out, 
the country still would be regarded 
as a defaulter under the Johnson 
Act.

in Malmin’s behalf. 

Malmin, formerly a Federal Judge 


lof the Virgin Islands, was defend- 


ing with Attorney C. W. Larsen the 
blackmail charges brought by Ickes. 
Conversation. 

Iekes related before the Supreme 
Court Commissioners hearing the 
case a conversation with Malmin in 
Washington dast summer. 

Malmin, Ickes said, told of having 
been approached by Larsen con- 
cerening litigation over an estate of 
which Ickes was an evxecutor. Lar- 
sen had mentioned purported griev- 
ances and threatened to file a peti- 
tion for the disbarment of Ickes be- 
cause of alleged mismanagement of 
the estate. 

Ickes said Malmin informed him 
he had been trying. to discourage 
Larsen from taking any action 
against Ickes. 

“Malmin told me,” said Ickes, 
“that as the leading Scandinavian 
in Chicago, Larsen had consulted 
with him concerning the Saunders 
(estate) case and that he had at- 
tempted to dissuade him and had 
labored day and night to prevent 
him from carrying on with the pro- 
ceedings. ' 

“He told me that if I would do as 
he requested there would be noth- 
ing more heard about the matter. 

“I told him that as far as I was 
concerned Mr. Larsen could go to 
hell. I told him I had never sub- 
mitted-to blackmail and I did not 
propose to do so now.” 

Demanded Open Hearing. 

In. the past, such disbarment 
trials have been behind . closed 
doors, clothed in secrecy, but un- 
dre new regulations an accused at- 
torney may demand that his trial 
be opened to the public. Both Mal- 
min and Larsen have insisted on an 
open hearing. 

F. Howard Eldridge presided as 
chairman of the Grievance Commit- 
tee of the Chicago Bar Association, 
to which Ickes presented his 
charges. The trial board comprised 
six attorneys sitting as commission- 
ers for the State Supreme Court, to 
which they must report the evi- 
dence and recommendations: Rus- 
sell McCaughey, Joseph E. Fitch, 
William McKinley, former Speaker 
of the Illinois House; William H. 
Haight, Tappin Gregory and Wil- 
lett H. Cornwell, former State Sen- 
ator. ‘ 

The sole issue of the hearing, the 
commissioners pointed out, was 
whether the defendants violated 
professional ethics by trying to 
blackmail Ickes into exerting his 
influence to get them Federal jobs. 

Former Associate Testifies. 

The foundation of the charges 
against Malmin and Larsen was 
laid by Austin Hall, now attached 
to the United State’s Attorneys of- 
fice and formerly associated with 
Ickes’ law office. He related cgn- 
versations among Larsen, Ickes and 
himself which gave the background 
of the alleged grievances on both 
sides. 

Larsen, Hall testified, first came 
to Ickes’ office in September, 1931, 
saying that he represented dissat- 
isfied heirs of the late Clarence 
Saunders, for whose estate Ickes 
was executor. Larsen wanted to 
know, Hall said, why two lots in 
Los Angeles had been redéemed 
from tax sales by Marshall Stim- 
son, Los Angeles attorney for the 
estate. The inference was _ that 
Larsen contended the lots were not 
worth the redemption price paid. 

Ickes informed Larsen, Hall re- 
lated, that the lots were worth the 
sum at the time it was paid. Noth-

Taxable income. reported by St. 
Louisans as individuals for 1933, 
on State income tax returns, was 
$51,019,466, an increase of 9 per 
cent over that. of 1933 when the 
total taxable income reported was 
$46,745,294. In 1931 it ‘was $72,- 
515,219. 

The number of income taxpayers 
decreased in 1933, however, the to- 
tals being 30,816 for 1933 and 32,933 
for 1932. The decline was 6.4 per 
cent, In 1931 the number was 47,- 
310. " 

In the higher brackets the num- 
ber of taxpayers and the amount of 
taxable income increagbed somewhat 
as compared with 1932, but in the 
lowest bracket, taxable incomes of 
less than $2000, there was a decline 
in both number of taxpayers and 
amount of income. 


10 Have More Than $100,000. 

Taxable incomes of more than 
$100,000 were reported by 10 per- 
sons in 1933 and eight in 1932. 
There was a substantial increase in 
amount of taxable income in this 
bracket, the total being $1,776,594 in 
1933, as compared with $1,498,030 in 
1932. In 1931 there were seven in- 
comes in this class and the amount 
reported for taxation by the seven 
was $1,787,469. 

These facts are shown by a 
break-down of 1933 State income 
tax returns prepared by Assessor 
Ralph W. Coale, compared with 
analyses of 1931 and 1932 figures 
as previously published in the Post- 
Dispatch. . 

Taxable income as considered in 
these compilations is that on which 
tax is assessed after personal ex- 
emptions and allowable deductions, 
such as tax and interest pay- 
ments. and donations to charity, 
have been subtracted from gross 
income. 

Actual Income Not Reflected. . 

Because of these exemptions and 


deductions, the taxable income does 
not reflect actual income. The 


personal exemption allowed single 
persons is $1000, and for heads of 
families the personal exemption is 
$2000 plus $200 for each child 
under 18, 

These figures are for the City of 
St. Louis only and do not include 
the returns of the considerable 
number of wealthy business men 
who reside in St. Louis County and 
who file their returns at Clavton. 

Comparison of Income Groups. 

Persons with taxable incomes of 
less than $2000 received relatively 
a smaller part of the total income 
than in 1932. In 1933 the income of 
this class was 28.9 per cent of the 
total, but in 1932 it was 33.6 per 
cent. 

Persons with income of $10,000 
to $50,000 received a _ relatively 
greater part of the total than in 
1932. These comparisons show that 
the gain was made in the higher in- 
come classes rather than in the low- 
er income groups. 

Persons with incomes of $2000 and 
over received 71.1 per cent of the 
income as compared with 66.5 per 
cent in 1932, and the groups with 
incomes of $5000 and over received 
51.4 per cent in 1933 compared with 
46.2 per cent in 1932.

Inquest in the murders 
is set for tomorrow. A cousin of 
his mother, Charles V. Rude, has 
been acting as his attorney. 

The possibility that a woman 
somehow figured in the case was 
dropped when police investigation 
failed to substantiate a report that 
a woman, posing as Mrs. Payne, 
had obtained Robert’s trumpet Fri- 
day at the Beverly Hills High 
School where he was a member of 
the school band. 

Prominent among the causes of 
Louis’ mental disturbances, in the 
opinion of friends and relatives, is 
an automobile accident in St. Louis 
two years ago in which he killed a 
woman pedestrian while driving 
the family automobile on Lindell 
boulevard. 

Comment by Father. 

His father, before leaving St, 
Louis, said he thought the boy’s 
troubles dated from that accident. 
“He never spoke of it, but it preyed 
on his mind,” the father said. “If 
he had only been the sort to talk 
about his troubles, this awful thing 
would not have happened. If I had 
been there I could have got his 
mind off his troubles with talks 
about business, in which’ he was 
keenly interested.” 

Louis himself said he had been 
“miserable” since the accident. He 
thought at first, he said, that he 
would be sentenced to life impris- 
onment, but his father paid $1500 to 
the relatives of the woman killed, 
anc he was let off with a $200 fine. 

“T couldn’t forget that I had 
killed someone,” Louis said. “But 
I never dreamed I'd do anything 
like this. Mother was so good to 
me. She never reproached me for 
what happened in St. Louis.” 

The youth said he had been in 
a daze when he killed his mother 
and brother, but did not think he 
was insane. “I knew what I was 
doing,” he said, “but I just couldn’t 
help myself. It was like something 
stronger than me was urging me 
on. You know, like there were 
really two parties to it, but physi- 
cally only one.” / 
“No Big Quarrel.” 
To investigators who sought to 
learn whether he had quarreled 
with his mother and brother he 
said, “Not any big one, nothing 
that would be sufficient to cause 
me to do anything radical. It may 
be that I was just unconsciously 
filled up with minor disturbances.” 
Pressed to make known these 
“minor disturbances,” he men- 
tioned that his mother gave him 
only $1 a week for spending money, 
that she paid little attention to him, 
and that she and Robert had said 
“harsh things” about him. At other 
times, however, he spoke affec- 
tionately of his mother’s treatment 
of him, and said the whole family 
had been “just like pals.” 
Since last August the Paynes 
lived in a house near the Univer-

Sylvan Beach Tavern, a restau- 
rant on U. 8S. Highway 66 at the 
Meramee River, which has been 
popular among tourists and Sunday 
excursioners from St. Louis, was 
destroyed today by fire of undeter- 
mined origin, which broke out in 
the kitchen at 6:15 a. m.

Peters estimated damage at $15,-

ing and $5000 to contents, all in- 
sured. The building was built sev- 
eral years ago and was owned by 
the Syivan Beach Tavern Co., 
which leases the land from Peters.

Indiana State policemen, all 
available deputies and 25 Louisville 
pokcemen joined in the chase by 
daybreak and for a time believed 
they had the men trapped in the 
hills north of the Clark County 
State Forest and west of Under- 
wood, 
Bloodhounds were brought to the 
pursuit and highways were blocked 
in all directions. 
Get Gasoline Without Paying. 
The youths began their flight 
about 9 p. m. at a filling station 
near Seymour, where they obtained 
gasoline and drove away without 
paying. Seymour policemen were 
notified, and Pfaffenberger used 
his automobile as a barricade. The 
men swerved past his machine 
pouring a volley of shots at him. 
He fell, but emptied his pistol at 
the fugitives. 
Twehty miles away, Sheriff Wil- 
bur Amick and his deputy and 
half-brother, Harold Amick, were 
hunting chicken thieves when they 
were told of Pfaffenberger’s wound- 
ing. They sighted an automobile 
they thought contained the fugi- 
tives and started in pursuit. 
Both machines sped down the 
highway for five miles, and, at 
Underwood, the pursuers forced the 
fleeing men ffom the road and their 
automobile was wrecked. 
The three then opened fire, and 
the Amicks returned. In the ex- 
cange of shots, Harold, who was 
the Democratic nominee to succeed 
his brother, fell with a bullet in 
his héad. 
Youth Abducted by Suspect.

slayers, who forced the youth to 
drive him away after slugging his 
uncle, Gilbert Shields.

AGREEMENTS SIGNED, TOLEDO 
AUTOMOTIVE STRIKE ENDS 


Men to Be Returned to Work at 
Three Plants “as Rapidly as 
Possible.” 

By the Associated Preas. 

TOLEDO, O., June 5.—A definite 
agreement for reopening the Blec- 
trie Auto-Lite Co.’s plant ended To- 
ledo's automotive strike today, 

Representatives of the Auto-Lite 
Co., the Logan Gear Co, and the 
Bingham Stamping and Tool Co., 
along with majorities of the shop 
committees of the three . plants, 
signed agreements last night. 

“All employes will be returned te 
work as rapidly as possible and 
within one week of the opening of 
the plant,” Thomas J. Ramsey, 
business agent of the United Auto- 
motive Workers’ Federal Union, an- 
nounced. A dispute over the re- 
turn tO work threatened yesterday 
to halt the reopening. 

Details of the agreements signed 
for the three plants were not made 
public by mediaters, who were 
headed by Charles P. Taft.

POAL MINE WAGE 
IN MISSOURI AREA 
WUT BY JOHNSON 


Order Affecting 4 States, 
Including Kansas, Okla- 
homa and Arkansas, Ef- 


fective June 11. 


By the Associated Presa. 
WASHINGTON, June 5-—A re 
duction of wages for coal miners in 
Kansas, Missouri, Oklahoma and 
Arkansas below a schedule estab 
lished April 22 has been ordered by 
Recovery Administrator Johnson. 


Simultaneously, Johnson ordered 
that operators in the four states 
and those in Western Kentucky re- 
frain from engaging in destructive 
price invasions of other areas where 
wages remain on a higher level. 

The basic minimum rates of pay 
set by the order, effective June 1}, 
for shaft, drift-and slope mines in 
the district are: Inside skilled la- 
bor, $4 a day; 57.1 cents an hour; 
outside common labor, $3.53 a day; 
50.4 cents an hour. The pay estab- 
lished in the April order was $4.35 
and $3.75, respectively. 

In reference to the Kentucky dis- 
trict, where litigation over the April 
order now is in progress Johnson 
said: 

“Pending further orders there 
shall be no sale by operators of said 
district into the normal consuming 
market of another district which is 
subject to higher rates of pay, at 
any’ prices for coal of comparable 
grade and quality less than the 
price for such coal in said market 
charged by such other districts, and 
there shall be no destructive inva- 


sion of such other consuming mar- 


kets, and in the absence of satis- 
factory agreements governing this 
matter, the determination of the 
administrator on complaint of any 
such destructive invasion shall be 
conclusive.” 

Establishment of a wage scale bv 
the Administrator on April 22 led 
to a shut down of all but a small 
number of-the approximately 120 
shaft coal mines in the Kansas- 
Missouri-Oklahoma-Kansas district. 
Operators asserted they were un- 
able to work the mines under the 
wage schedule and sell their prod- 
uct in competition with the nearby 
cheap gas and oil.

Italian M akes ‘Synthetic 
Element, Calls it No. 93 


Discovery by 32-Year-Old Scientist Result af 
Bombarding Uranium Nuclei 
With Neutrons. 


By the Associated Press. 

ROME, June 5.—Discovery of a 
“synthetic” element, named “No. 
93,” which was artifically created 
from uranium, was reported to the 
Lincei Academy yesterday by Sena- 
tor Mario Corino. The discovery 
was made, he said, by Enrico Fer- 
mi, member of the academy, in 
bombarding nuclei of uranium with 
neutrons. 

“Uranium, after having absorbed 
neutrons, converted itself rapidly 
through emission of electrons into 
an element placed immediately 
higher in the series, that is, a new 
element, bearing the number 93,” 
said Corbino. “This element em- 
braced a nuclear charge greater 
than that of any existing element. 
The new element is radioactive, 
and its ~chemical properties are 
analogous to those of manganese,” 

Harder Than Uranium. 

Corbino told a distinguished audi- 
ence which included King Victor 
Emmanuel, that “the study of the 
nucleus, now in its beginning, aims 
at the ambitious plan of giving back 
to the earth the youthfulness of its 


materials.”

Fermi’s discovery, he added, “is 
in effect a manifestation of new 
youth communicated by nuclear col- 
lision to old established material.” 

The new element was described 
as the hardest element known to 
man. 


“Since uranium was found,” Cor- 
bino continued, “discoveries of new 
elements had the effect of filling up 
vacancies. among simple bodies be- 


tween the extremes of No. 1, hydro- 


gen, and No. 92, uranium, 

“In the case of the new element, 
93, however, we deal instead with 
the artificial fabrication of a new 
element constituted outside the se- 
ries of elements known on earth.” 


Changes in 13 Minutes. 

It should not be _ considered 
strange that the new element is not 
found, Corbino said, because it rap- 
idly transforms itself unless the 
force which brought it into being 
continues. In 13% minutes, he said, 
the new’ element’s atoms have 
changed their nature. He compared 
it to radium, which continuously 
transforms itself, but is continually 
reformed from uranium. 

The discoverer, Fermi, is one of 
the youngest members of the Cab- 
inet, being 32 years old, but is 
known as a brilliant physicist. 


SCIENTIFIC THEORY 
ON “ELEMENT 93” 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, June 5.—The ar- 
tificial creation of a new element, 
No. 93, announced in Rome by Dr. 
Enrico Fermi, is a kind of a super- 
alchemy, the manufacture of mat- 
ter that never existed before so far 
as known. : 

The discovery means that in ad- 
dition to the 92 elements, or funda- 
mental building blocks made by 
nature and out of which everything 
in the universe is built, man has 
now made an additional synthetic 
one of his own. 

There are 92 elements or differ- 
ent kinds of substances. Everything 
from the human body to the stars 
is made-of different combinations 
of many or few of these. Only two, 
Nos. 85 and 87, have not been iso- 
lated completgly enough to deter- 
mine their weight, aecording to the 
Bureau of Standards. 

It is the first time, so far as: 


known, that scientists have made/| 


a previously-unknown element, al- 
thdugh in recent years they have 
manufactured some of the already 
known elements out of other known 
elements. This was a realization 
on a small scale of the old alchem- 
ist’s dream of transmitting one ele- 
ment into another. 

The synthetic element was “built 
up” by Fermi out of uranium, pre- 
viously the heaviest known element, 
which was No. 92 in the scale. His 
process was something like adding 
ham to a chicken sandwich and 
thereby creating a new kind § of 
sandwich. The “ham” that he add- 
ed consisted of neutrons, tiny par- 
ticles fired with tremendous energy 
into the cores or nuclei of atoms 
of uranium. 

An atom of one element such as 
gold differs from an atom of an- 
other such as lead only in the num- 
ber of surplus protons or particles 
with positive electric charge in its 
nucleus. 

Element No, 1, hydrogen, which 
is the lightest, has one proton in its 
nucleus and uranium, No. 92, has 
92 surplus protons. Therefore to 
make element No. 93, all that is 
necessary is to add one more sur- 
plus proton to the nucleus of ura- 
nium. Then it ceases to be urani- 
um and becomes the unnamed ele- 
ment 93. 

Probably this is what Fermi did, 
Dr. H. D. Hubbard, physicist of 
the Bureau of Standards, said: 
Neutrons which were used to bom- 
bard uranium atoms are Velieved 
to consist of one proton, or posi- 
tively-charged particle, and one 
electron, with a negative charge. It 
is. believed that the neutrons split 
when they entered the cores of the 
uranium atoms. The protons 
Stayed in, and the electrons flew 
out. This gave the uranium nu- 
cleus one mort proton, making 93 
and it became the new element. 

An atom of each different ele- 
ment has negatively charged elec- 
trons circling around its- nucleus 
like planets around the sun, one 
electron for each surplus proton in 
the nucleus. Hydrogen has one of 
these electrons and uranium 92. 
Element 93 would have 93 electrons 
because the electron split off from 
the neutron when it hit the nucleus 
probably would jump over and join | 
the other 92 already circling around 
the nucleus. 

Hubbard said it was theoretical- 
ly possible that even other new ele- 
ments perhaps numbers 94, 95 and 
go on, might be manufactured. It 
is also possible that Element 93 and 
others yet unknown may exist else- 
where in the universe, perhaps in 
the stars under conditions of great 
heat and pressure.

DROUTH RELIEF 


Outlines Program to Con- 


By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, June 5,-—Presi- 
dent Roosevelt outlined a $525,000,- 
000 emergency drouth relief pro- 
gram to Congressional leaders to- 
day and it was agreed to rush it 


through before the end of this ses- 
sion. 

The Congressional leaders were 
in agreement that little time w 
be required to put through the ur- 
gent appropriation. 

The President outlined the situa- 
tion to.more than 50 members of 
the Senate and House from the 
drouth states who gathered about 
his desk in the executive office. 
There was brief discussion. 

Robinson 

“Studies of conditions have pro- 

essed very rapidly through the 

partment of Agriculture and 
emergency relief organizations and 
will be continued,” said Senator 
Robinson of Arkansas, Democratic 
leader, as he emerged. 

“Before the end of the session a 
message recommending appropria- 
tions of approximately $500,000,000, 
to be used by existing machinery, 
in providing relief for sto¢ék and 
human beings will be sent to Con- 
gress by the President. 

“It is thought likely a separate 
bill will be the best means of s¢@- 
curing the legislation, but it may 
be attached to the pending deficien- 
cy appropriation bill. 

“The legislation will not require 
much time in either House, and 
probably will be acted upon just 
before the end of the session s0 
that intervening time may be used 
in obtaining further information 
and in formulating plans. Condi- 
tions ate constantly changing and 
no delay will result.”

Bennett C. Clark of Missouri, a 
war veteran, in an address prepared 
for delivery this morning at the 
commencement exercises of Wash- 


ington and Lee University, at Lex- 
ington, Va., declared that the great- 
est hope for permanent peace in 
the world lay in the elimination of 
private profit from the manufac- 
ture of munitions. 

Clark said that the abolition of 
war and the insurance of peace 
through disarmament formed the 
“noblest moral, humanitarian and 
economic problem to which the 
mind of man had ever devoted it- 
self.” 

He urged that the United States 
use the foregin debt as an “eco- 
nomic and diplomatic club” to com- 
pel pro-rata reduction of arma- 
ments. Not a penny of the debt, 
he said, should be canceled without 
assurances of armament reduction. 

Praises Roosevelt Message. 
- “To my mind,” he said, “Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's most magnificient 
effort has been his stirring mess- 
age to Congress a few days ago by 
which he revitalized the arms em- 


. bargo convention of 1925, which has

“Much more important—indeed, I

SURVIVOR UNABLE 
TO EXPLAIN BLAST 


One Theory Is Static Elec- 
tricity Detonated the 
Load, Another Is Machine 
Hit Water Cart.

NORMAN, Ok., June 5-Seven 
men of an oil exploration party of 
the Pelty Geophysics Engineering 
Co. were killed when their dyna- 
mite truck blew up on a road eight 
miles south of here yesterday. 

Officials investigating the explo- 
sion were at a loss to explain it. 
Some attributed it possibly to static 
electricity, others to a collision be- 
tween the truck carrying the dyna- 
mite and a water truck found at 
the scene. 

The dead: Vernon H. Weddel, 26 
years old, Chandler, Ok.; Preston 
Barnes, 20, Guthrie! Ok.; Lioyd B. 
Flood, 26, Norman; Don McDonald, 
22 San Antonio, Tex.; David Mc- 
Clellan, 37, Santa Anna, Tex.; Her- 
man Voigt, 29, Perry, Ok., and Joe 
Fannin, 29, May, Tex. 


Didn’t See What Happened. 
Wendel Crawford, a member of 
the party, was making instrument 
ibservations while mounted on a 
truck about 50 yards away from 
the dynamite truck, but was unable 
to shed any light on the cayse of 
the blowup. “My vision was com- 
pletely obstructed,” he said. “When 
| saw what had happened I turned 
my truck toward Norman, reported | 
to company headquarters and called 
ambulances. That ig all that I can 
L. W. Lamar of Norman, on 
whose land the explorations were 
being made, was one of thé first 
to arrive after the explosion. “It 
was a mass of human wreckage,” 
he said. 
Two nearby farm homes were 
damaged by the shock, but none 
of the occupants was injured. 
W. C. Berry, a farmer * living 
about a quarter of a mile from the 
scene, said he heard the explosion 
and saw debris fall. “I was stand- 
ing in my yard,” he said. “Sudden- 
ly I heard the noise. I looked up 
and saw the air was cluttered with 
objects.” 
Scattered in 100-Yard Radius. 
The victims’ bodies were mangled 
and scattered over an area 200 
yards in diameter. Of the two 
trucks at the scene, the one 
one used to carry the explosive was 
blown to bits, and the other was 
badly damaged. Between the two 
was a great crater in the earth. 
Sub-surface geophysical explora- 
tion of of] territory by means of 
the seismograph and dynamite- 
made miniature earthquakes is a 
relatively recent development.

Richmond C. Coburn, former As- 
sistant Attorney-General, 
last night at a Fifteenth Ward Re- 
publican rally at 3939 Magnolia av- 
enue, repeated his charge that “an 
alliance of machine politics and 
crime” had aided escape of the mur-

He outlined the circumstances of 
the killing of Johnson, confessed 
aid of the kidnapers of Dr. Isaac D. 


Kelley, and the fact that, though the 


license number of the murderers’ 
car was taken, no record of the 1i- 
cense plate, No. 512-955, could be 
found in the State Automobile Li- 
cense Bureau here. 

“Enough has already transpired,” 
Coburn said, “to indicate that petty 
politicians may have had much to 
do with the disappearance of this 
record. The record might have 
identified the murderers of the key 
witness in the Kelley kidnaping 
case. I believe the apprehension 
and punishment of these machine- 
gun murderers has become more 
important even than the conviction 
of the Kelley kidnapers. Together, 
the two crimes come home to every 
family in St. Louis. 

“Some may say this is not a po- 
litical question, and should not be 
brought um at : party meeting. I 
am not hol¢cing the Democratic par- 
ty, as a whole, responsible for the 
acts of individuals, but I do say 
that this is something for the State 
administration to explain.

Now “Crumbling”—Says Workers’ Attitude 
Toward New Deal Is ‘Changing.

Capitalism is facing a crisis in 
America today. After more than four 
years of the worst depression this 
country has ever seen, it is farther 
away from a solution to its ills than 
it was in 1929. The country has 
passed through a year of novel ex- 
periments put over by huge pub- 
licity campaigns which covered up 
the essential facts that workers 
were being robbed of their share 
of the product of industry and that 
owners were reaping big rewards 
for doing nothing. The attitude of 
large masses of workers towards 
the New Deal is changing. 

Union Recognition Chief Demand. 

Union recognition is the chief de- 
mand of workers. NRA machine 
is being employed to arbitrate thi 
issue. There can be no arbitration 
or gompromise on this question. 
That the workers are intent upon 
securing their right to independent 
unionism has been dramatically 
and tragically demonstrated 60 
miles from this convention floor. 
It has gone from enthusiastic sup- 
port to modified trust to bare tol- 
erance to disillusionment. Before 
long the bitter opposition which 
has long been gathering on the 
farm and labor fronts will reach a 
climax. The class lines are being 
drawn more sharplv. 2The Socialist 
party must be ready for that time. 
Within the past few weeks we 
have seen strikes amounting to 
armed revolts in Toledo and Min- 
neapolis. The Government, as 
usual, has lined up solidly with the 
exploiters in these two cities and 
sent in militia to shoot down the 
workers. Thousands of dollars are 
spent everv day to keep. these 
troops in the field laying siege to 
unarmed and underfed workers 
supported onlv by their indomitable 
fighting spirit. 

Government’s “New Mask.” 

The Government under the New 
Deal is the same old Government, 
with a new mark. Its intervention 
in industrial disputes is on the side 
of industry against the workers. 
The Government is owned and con- 
trolled by the same class that 
owns and controls industry, and it 
is their deliberate purpose to beat 
down and terrify workers, at what- 
ever immediate cost, to safeguard 
the profit system for the future. 

A wave of strikes swept the coun- 
try last summer and fall and there 
were manv during the winter. With 
the Auto-Lite and truck drivers’ 
strikes, the summer season is 
opened. ~The steel strike will be 
upon us soon, and both sides are 
preparing for that. The farmers 
have taken a lesson from ™ labor 
and are striking in many places to 
raise prices.and demonstrating to 
defend their homes. 

' One of the most encouraging 
signs on the horizon is that in many 
places, particularly in Wisconsin, 
farmers and workers work togeth- 
er on strikes, showing each other 
new methods, the farmers ing 
the workers and the workers boy- 
cotting “scab” milk concerns. 

NRA “Class Instrument.” 
The Socialist party, I am proud to 
say, has risen to this challenge. 
Recognizing from —* first that the 
NRA was a class instrument for the 
punpose of repairing and preserv- 
ing capitalism, the party has assist- 
ed many unions in using the psych- 
ological benefit of the NRA to or- 
ganize and agitate before the bars 
were put up. \It has been able to 
take advantage of the situation to 
strengthen the organization of the 
working class in unions and in the 
party. We have worked closely with 
mass organizations of workers in al- 
most every industry you cap name, 
in almost every state in the union. 
Particularly outstanding has been 
the work of Socialists in the amal- 
gamated, the taxi strikes in New 
York and Philadelphia, . the -radio 
workers, the neckwear workers, the 
auto workers in Wisconsin and 
Michigan, and many, other unions 
too numerous to mention. 
This work is of the utmost im- 
portance and must be carried .on 
farther.

ist party is a aware of its re- 
sponsibility in this crucial situation 
is shown by the splendid confer- 
ence of active party workers held 
during the past two days. I have 
been listening to many of the re- 
ports on labor work and party or- 
ganization work given at this con- 
ference, and to the serious discus- 
sion that followed them, and I have 
been tremendously impressed with 
them. They will, I hope, inaugurate 
a new era in the Socialist party. 

Our party is’ growing rapidly. 
What is more significant, it is grow- 
ing in activity much faster than in 
numbers. The debating society type 
of local is no longer considered 
desirable or inevitable, but party 
members are expected to partici- 
pate wholeheartedly in whatever ac- 
tivity in labor, unemployed or farm 
situations can be found in their 
community, and to make them- 
selves a power in every community 
by their tireless efforts in behalf 
of the working class. This is good, 
but it must be more widespread. 
Such activities win over adherents 
to the party. It is our responsibil- 
ity to build a powerful Socialist 
party in this-country. Not until 
the great mass of the workers and 
the farmers are enrolled in our 
ranks, not until we build the most 
powerful movement in the world 
can we hope to accomplish our 
ends. 


Campaign Plans. 


Although a great deai of our en- 
ergy has been, and will be, devoted 
to the work with unions and farm 
and unemployed groups, we must 
not lose sight of the fact that after 
all we are a political party, and 
that we utilize political methods in- 
sofar as possible for gaining con- 
trol of the state. We face a cam- 
paign this fall for Congress and for 
State Legislatures. Such campaigns 
give us splendid opportunity to 
reach workers and farmers with 
our propaganda and educate them 
in the fundamentals of Socialism 
and to win them away from the 
two gid parties. 

We want to elect our people to 
these offices, particularly to legis- 
lative offices, but not at the price 
of soft-pedaling our Socialism. It 
means nothing to us to have a man 
elected to any public office if the 
people who voted for him do not 
know he is a Socialist and will 
work for Socialist measures. Our 
campaigns give us wonderful pub- 
licity and help spread the Social- 
ist message, and they must not be 
waged on any other basis. And 
when our people are elected, we 
must be constantly on guard lest 
their desire to stay in office over- 
comes their desire to work for So- 
cialism. Tragic illustrations of this 
were found in Europe when the 
holding of office became more im- 
portant to some of our comrades 
than building educational and 
propaganda machines to ward off 
Fascism. . 

Cites Austrian Outbreak. 


Our hearts have been wrung by 
the tragic events in Europe in the 
past year. Our comrades have suf- 
fered greatly in many countries. 
Yet it is our task to. learn from 
their mistakes how to build a move 
ment which will stand firm against 
reaction and to build fearlessly and 
quickly toward a workers’ world. 
We can look for no greater inspir- 
ation, no greater incentive to ded- 
icate ourselves to the cause of So- 
cialism, than the courageous and 
magnificent battle waged by our 
comrades in Austria in defense of 
all that they held dear. 


As I see it, there are two out- 
standing lessons for us in. the de- 
feat of our Europegn comrades. 
The first is their failure to realize 
the scope of the working class and 
to appeal to the farmers and the 
white collar workers. It was these 
two groups primarily that caused 
their downfall. By refusing to rec- 
ognize that the peasant who 
worked on the land was as much 
a worker as the mechanic in the 
factory, they alienated a great po- 
tential ally. And by allowing the 
white collar classes to-be won over 
to the cause of Fascism without an 
effort to save them for Socialism, 
they showed themselves to have a 
fatally limited idea of the class 
struggle. We must never make 
this mistake. One of our most im- 
portant jobs {s to reach the farm- 
ers and also the clerks, small sales 
people, office workers, and other 
groups who have a cultural tie 
with the owning classes but are 
economically exploited by them. We 
m refuse to accept the old idea 

you can't organize farmers, 
and learn how to organjze them. 
Their problems are our problems,

Officers Charge Crowd at 
Roubaix After <Anti-Fas- 
cists Raid Meeting Ad- 
dressed by Deputy.

ROUBAIX, France, June 5.— A 
four-hour “anti-Fascist” riot ‘was 
broken up last night when mount- 
ed policemen charged the crowd. It 
was estimated that 100 persons were 
injured in the disturbance. 

The disorder followed rioting in 
Paris and other parts of the coun- 
try Sunday. 

“The United Front,” a group op- 
posing what it declares to be the 
“Fascist” tendencies of the Govern- 
ment, stormed a meeting being ad- 
dressed by Deputy Phillippe Hen-. 
riot, critic of the former Radical 
Socialist Government’s. investiga- 
tion of the Stavisky scandal. 

Some 2000 men attacked the 
meeting, shouting “down with Fas- 
cism.” Vegetables, stones and scrap 
iron were thrown. 

The police arrived, only to have 
the crowd turn on them after 
throwing up barricades. After re- 
peated charges the officers gained 
control. 

It was another incident in the 
fight being waged continuously be- 
tween Right and Left extremists, 
which in the demonstrations of last 
Feb. 6 cost a number of lives. 


LLOYDS STOPS WRITING 
INSURANCE ON ROOSEVELT 


LONDON, June 5-—The Daily 
Mail says Lloyds no longer writes 
insurance based on the actuarial 
possibilities of the death or assas- 
sination of President Roosevelt.

— The 
water shed of the East Fork of Ca- 
gron Creek in Faulkner, Cleburne 
and White Counties, Arkansas, has 
heen selected by H. H. Bennett, 
pirector of the Soil Erosion Serv- 


ice, as the site for a new soil ero- 
sion demonstration project, and 
Fred L. Newport has been ap- 

the 


pointed regional director of 
undertaking. 

This area comprising approx- 
imately 100,000 acres, like must of 
the cultivated land in Arkansas 
having the same character of soil, 
nas suffered severely from sheet 
washing and to some extent. from 
other forms of destructive erosion. 
The principal crops are cotton and 


corn, which are described by Ben- 
nett as two of the most erosive 
‘the major crops grown in 
America. — 
Erosion Throughout Year. 
The annual rainfall in this part 
of Arkansas averages 46.7 inches, 
and since the climate is mild and 
the ground seldom frozen, washing 
of the soil is an almost continuous 
process and becomes more severe 
with the passing of time as the 
more absorptive topsoil is whittled 
/ off exposing the less stable sub- 
oil. 
Bennett has announced that all 
the farmers in the watershed will 
he invited to participate in the 
program outlined by the Soil Ero- 
sion Service, and the work is to be 
carried on in the closest possible 
co-operation with them. 
Each farm in the project ~ will 
be mapped and studied by special- 
ists who will consult with the land 
owner. Plans for new and better 
methods of land use will be out- 
lined. These will include the _re- 
tirement from cultivation of the 
steeper slopes and the planting of 
such areas in trees and pastures. 
This will materially reduce the run- 
off of rainfall and thus curb. the 
flooding of the more level and 
richer lands of the valleys. 
On slopes which are less steep 
strip - cropping, contour - plowing, 
terracing, crop rotation and other 
adaptable measures will be em- 
ployed to prevent the washing 
away of the land and to store more 
of the rainfall in the soil for sub- 
sequent plant use. 
This project is intended to dem- 
onstrate to Arkansas farmers and 
land owners the most approved 
methods of checking the great de- 
struction of agricultural wealth by 
the washing of the soil that has 
been going on in this section since 
the first plow turned a furrow in 
a sloping field. , 
Bennett asserts that this work 
should have been started many 
years ago, but says that it is now 
a case of “better late than never.” 
Even thouch much of the topsoil, 


The Soil Erosion Direetor points 
out that it is not the purpose of 
the soil erosion service in any of 
its operations to undertake to bring 
more land into cultivation. On the 
contrary, the present tilled area 
will be decreased to some extent 
by placing steep erosive slopes in 
umber. grass or other thick-grow- 
ing soil-saving crops whenever the 
farmers can be convinced of the 
logic of such procedure.

Mayor Dickmann’s suggestion for 
a campaign to collect delinquent 
city taxes was indorsed by the 
Bureau of Municipal Research, in 
a bulletin issued today on the new 
city budget and the coming year’s 
revenue. ; 

“Approximately $15,000,000 real 
and personal property taxes are de- 


says, “of which approximately $9,- 
000,000 is due the city general rev- 
enue and debt funds. Last year, an 
unusually large amount of delin- 


abatement of penalties. For this 
year, all penalties accruing prior to 
Jan. 1, 1934, have been abated. Af- 
ter that time penalties will accrue 
at the rate of 1 per cent a month. 
Campaigns In Other Cities. 

“The Mayor has suggested that 
a campaign be conducted to en- 
courage the payment of delinquent 
taxes. Such campaigns have been 
conducted in other cities with con- 
siderable success. In view of the 
relief from prior penalties which 
has been afforded, and in view of 


ing this year, and the necessity for 
selling tax bills next November un- 
der the new law, it would seem to 
be to the interest of the taxpayers 
that they make every effort to pay 
their delinquent taxes this year. 

“If revenues for current operat- 
ing and maintenance purposes do 
not exceed present estimates and if 
additional debt revenues are not 
provided, the city administration is 
facing an unusually large deficit 
next April.” 

The bulletin details the prospec- 
tive deficit of $2,000,000 in general 
revenue funds for the coming fiscal 
year, and the prospect that bond 
‘interest and sinking fund require- 
ments will fall short by $2,500,000. 
If the measures now pending in 
the Board of Aldermen, to raise 
bond revenue, are all passed, the 
receipts therefrom will be $1,800,- 
000 a year, the Bureau estimates. 

Cut in Expenditures. 

“From 1931 to last year,” the bul- 
letin says, “expenditures for opera- 
tion and maintenance were decreas- 
ed approximately $5,234,000 or 21 
per cent. This year geppropriations 
were increased nearly $1,500,000 or 
7.6 per cent over last year’s ex- 
penditures, and represent a reduc- 
tion of 14.9 per cent from 1930-31. 
“As was the experience last year, 
reductions from peak expenditures 
of former years are much less for 
those units which are under control 
of state laws than for those units 
which are under city control. Ap- 
propriations for state-controlled 
units are only 2.4 per cent below 
1930-31, whereas the reductions for 
city-controlled units amount to 19.7 
per cent.” 

The bureau repeats its recommen- 
dation that a modern system for 
assessment of property and for bill- 
ing and collecting taxes be institu- 
ted. The Board of Aldermen elim- 
inated a $50,000 appropriation for 
this purpose from the budget re 
cently passed, on the ground that 
the machinery would throw clerks 
out of employment. The bureau 
also urges adequate accounting of 
unit costs in various branches of

A House on the Missouri River 
With a Distinct Personality.

R. ELLIS FISCHEL, Dr. Vilray

three years ago jointly acquired 
118 acres, known as “The Wittich 
Farm” and situated along the roll- 
ing bluffs of the Missouri River, in 
the north end of St. Louis County. 
With the completion of Highway 
99 and the new. Lindbergh road, ac- 
tivity was further revived in this 
section which knew a real import- 
ance when the Missouri River, for 
all its shifting currents and snags, 
was the artery of communication 
with the fur trading posts and In- 
dian forts in the wilderness west of 
st. Louis. 
Officers constantly passed back 
and forth from Fort Bellefontaine, 
the frontier post situated at the 
mouth of Cold Water Creek. Vin- 
cent Carrico had an estate north 
of Spanish Pond before 1800. On 
the Bellefontaine road, Jacques St. 
Vrain, whose brother was the last 
of the Spanish Governors, had a 
vast plantation, which with other 
valuable grants evéntually slipped 
out of his hands to make the for- 
tunes of later comers. He is said 
to have had to part with one grant 
of 10,000 arpents for the equivalent 
of two cents an arpent. 
This property recently acquired 
from the Wittichs may, at one time, 
have belonged to the Cerre family. 
Dr. Blair has remodeled the farm 
house which dates back to 1850. On 
their share of the property, Dr. and 
Mrs. Fischel and the architect Bev- 
erly Nelson (for all three puzzled it 
out) have built a house with the 
line of its gray roof extending 
down to the ground, a garage on 
two levels and outlines that cling 
to the hilltop. 
Although this white clapboard 
house with blue green shutters was 
planned as a guest house and half 
finished, then changed its inten- 
tions to become the house proper, 
it is complete to the last gadget. 
The square entrance’ hall is as 
small as possible, but it manages 
blue wood work, a white table and 
a mirror in a dull silver frame.

RS. FISCHEL’S room repre 
MY cents an amazing combination 

of materials. The room is 
planned around Georgia O’Keefe's 
painting, “Shingle and Shell” — 
a perpendicular picture in gray, 
pearl white, flesh and  laven- 
der. The “random board” walls 
were copied from an old Cape Cod 
cottage and are painted flesh-beige, 
with the moire grain of the wood

Through a- mistake, the “random 
board” walls were stained a cottage 
brown and this producing a. de- 
pressing effect, vertigree putty-col- 
ored paint was experimented with 
and then wiped down to reveal only 
a-trace of the brown tone under- 
neath. All the molding is modern 
in style, as is the pewter and brass 
chandelier, made up from Mrs. 
Fischel’s own design. 

An old Flemish music box of 
buried satinwood. has been made 
into a chest, On one wall, a pic- 
ture in nostalgic blue-greens picks 
up that side of the room with a 
sharply decorative accent. Last, 
but by no means least, is a piano, 
well seasoned by the touch of Rob- 
bert Schmitz, Ernest Bloch, Alfred 
Cortot, Rudolph Ganz, Reinald 
Werrenwrath and many, many 
others.

This was deliberately ar- 
ranged by Mrs. Fischel, who dug 
in between the freshly laid stones 
with a kitchen fork and put in the 
grass and clover seed. 


Mrs. Fischel has proved herself 


an artist who, has only changed 
her medium. She personally staked 
out all the shrubs and trees. The 
stone work was done by her Greek 
butler and the fences and benches 
were made by the chauffeur under 
her direction. 

Along the boundary of Mrs. Blos- 
som’s fields and orchard is a low 
stone wall with blue stiles. On the 
far side is sumac to give just 
the right glow in the fall and dwarf 
locust, which in the spring takes 
care of the wall very nicely. A 
row of pines has been set out 
which in time will supply a tact- 
ful division between the proper- 
ties. On the near side of the wall, 
Engleman’s ivy has been used, be- 
cause it clings, and turns bright red 
in wint Pages ivy clings, but is 
too for ; Virginia creeper is in- 
formal, —* does not cling. All this 
had to be considered. 

Overlooking the river there is a 
grass terrace, with tufts of: clover 
and a curving stone wall, with 
honeysuckle and phister junipers 
used as a ground. cover.

These sink holes are in- 
digenous to this part of the coun- 
try (as they are about Carondelet 
Park). The tops of the old trees 
that grow in them are often below 
the level of the surrounding fields. 
These sink holes are said to drain 
into caves and underground riv- 
ers so common in this part of the 
country. 

The choicest point of interest, as 
well as the greatest asset on the 
Fischel property is the remarkable 
sink hole on the slope by the river. 
Here in a wilderness of trees and 
underbrush, there is a fault in the 
rock in which water has been col- 
lecting for centures. This phenom- 
enon has given the name to the 
place—“Hidden Springs Farm.” 
Clear, cold water from this hidden

In 
the cave, it appears as a deep, rush- 
ing stream. Because of the abund- 
ance of water, Dr. Fischel and the 
chauffeur have put in an ingenious 
home-made water system that can 
supply the grounds with 25 gallons 
of water a minute, carried by 900 
feet of pipe to 21 outlets. Excess 
water will eventually be lifted 130 


feet to be turned into the neatly, 


landscaped pond, which is a former 
sink-hole. 

In laying this. pipe, arrowheads 
and stone utensils were found on 
the hilltop. Indians had seasonal 
encampments here, for this coun- 
try abounded with deer and the 
hilltop commanded the river, the 
tongue of land separating the 
Missouri from the Mississippi, and 
a wide view inland as well. 

Dr. and Mrs. Vilray Blair’s in- 
teresting farmhouse, “River Farm,” 
to the east—is flanked by a forest 
of newly set out trees and stands 
on the edge of the slope that runs 
down to the Missouri. The new

N HIS autobiography the iate 
Lord Haldane tells us of an inici- 
dent in his early life which ought 
to teach us a lesson.

If we remember this truth,. we 
shall not be afraid any more to 
give ourselves to a great cause or a
